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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed 8/20/03 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 5, 6, 10, 11, and 12 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to disclose a high-brightness phosphor screen, comprising: a luminescent material for 
emitting light of a predetermined color, used for color image display; the luminescent 
material comprises at least one blue light-emitting phosphor selected from the group 
consisting of (Zn,Cd)S:Ag, (Zn,Cd)S:Ag,CI, (Zn,Cd)S:Ag,CI,AI and (Zn,Cd)S:Ag,CI,Mg, 
or a green light-emitting phosphor, (Zn,Cd)S:Cu,AI,Au; and a ZnO:Zn phosphor capable 
of enhancing the brightness of the display, as claimed in claim 1 . Prior art also fails to 
disclose a method for forming a high-brightness phosphor screen by mixing a 
luminescent material for emitting light of a predetermined color and a predetermined 
amount of a ZnO:Zn phosphor, the method comprising the steps of: preparing a 
phosphor mixture solution by dispersing the luminescent material and the ZnO.Zn 
phosphor in a solvent, wherein the luminescent material comprises at least one blue 
light-emitting phosphor selected from the group consisting of (Zn,Cd)S:Ag, 
(Zn,Cd)S:Ag,CI, (Zn,Cd)S:Ag,CI,AI and (Zn,Cd)S:Ag,CI,Mg, or a green light-emitting 
phosphor, (Zn,Cd)S:Cu,AI,Au, as claimed in claim 6.
